old ladles' home. They were dear old 
ladies, eighty-five years old, but they 
ivorked hard and faithfully, mending 
these clfAl'es for the boys. Some of 
the woi'king v^nen who could not 
come during the day time spent the 
eienlns working. The shop was oper. 
at 9 In the morning and closed &l 
5.20 In the afternoon. In the evening 
It was open until 30 o'clock. 


A little tea room was fitted up In

.FROM STOREHOUSES. 


Soon after the work ^ as begun 


the women receued thousands of gar- 
ments that had been used in the Phil- 
ippine war. 
They had all been put 


away In moth balls and were In 
good condition. 
The material was 


all wool and much better than that 
which li put into the uniforms now. 
The 
overcoats 
nere 
cut 
double 


breasted, and there waa a. big Ches- 
terton collar. 
The women took these 


coata, cut them over, made the col- 
lar to conform with the present atyle, 
and shipped them out as good as new. 
The men who went from California 
Into Siberia were supplied with these 
coata because they were warmer. 


One thing which had to be done to 


the old garment* was to cut out and 
replace all dark, blood-stained parts. 
These (tains wero offensive to the 
men so the government ordered them 
removed. After handllr/g these heavy 
coats all day long the women were 
dreadfully tired, but they felt that 
they had been doing: aomethlng very 
useful. 
The last three months be- 


fore the armistice was signed, the 
auxiliary received word 
from 
the 


government that 
they 
had 
aaved 


530,000 during those months. 
What 


tha whole eight months of service 
meant in saving no one knows, but 
It was probably a great deal.

was one other reclamation station In 
this country, but It was on the east- 
ern coast.

WORK OK SCOUTS 


The Boy Scouts did most effective 


•work in keeping the line of march 
open at the station and for the sev- 
eral blocks needed for the forma- 
tion of the 
parade, which 
started 


about on the time set with fifty-four 
of the A Co, 124th Machine Gun Bat- 
talion following the members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the 
Canteen committee of the Red Cross. 


H. I. Baldwin, as head of the com- 


mittee, was marshal of the day and 
•with the city officials and other mem- 
bers of the committee, and the Good- 
man band led the parade. 


It was noticeable along the line of 


march as the boys who were being 
honored passed bj- that hats were 
raised 
by the men, hands were

We were not in 
the St. Mihiel drive hut In a later 
operation that waa to be the decisive 
campaign of the war. We saw about 
two days' fighting there but the ac- 
tion had not yet developed into what 
might be regarded aa major opera- 
tion when the armistice was signed

"Most of '•he time ofter the armis- 


tice was signed ivc were stationed In 
Luxemburg. We were probably not 
as well o£f there as were the troopr 
in Germany. Most of us were quar- 
tered in barns, stables and other out- 
buildings 
I know that the magazine 


writers told you how we were sleep- 
ing in beds but this was not the case 
Luxemburg was neutral and while 
most of the Luxemburgera are Ger- 
mans we had to treat them as we did 
•he French. 
We could not put them 


out of their homes in order to find 
places for our soldiers to sleep. In 
Germany the rule laid down was that 
no German should be permitted tc 
sleep in a bed as long as an Ameri- 
can soldier had no bed. We made an 
exception of women and children ant' 
did not take their beds away from 
them. 


"We were forty-five dayt on thf 


fighting line without a chance to 
change our socks. 
It does not re- 


quire a great stretch of the Iroagln 
atlon to realize 4hat wo would scarce- 
ly have ornamented anybody's parlor 
when we left the line. We were sent 
back for three days' rest and them 
went on to the St. Mlhiel region to 
take part in a big movement against 
Metz. 
Three days' rest 
does not 


sound very long after our weeks In 
the trenches, but it gave us a chance 
to wash up and to get rid of the lice.' 


COMFORTS OP HOME, 


Plymouth, May 31. — Lieutenant 


James I* Breeze, Jr., of California 
the reserve pilot-engineer on the NS-i 
today said:

Jantlc flight ended. 


GIVEN BIG WELCOME. 


As she came Into view through the 


western 
haze, easily 
recognizable 


among- the escorting British fliers by 
her great bulk, England gave" her 
the splendid welcome she deserved. 


Leaving Ferrol, Spain, where Lieu- 


tenant Commander Albert C. Read 
had elected to spend Friday night, lit 
6:27 this morning, the NC-4 covered 
the distance of approximately BOO 
miles to Plymouth in less than seven 
hours. 
Despite 
adverse 
wind 


and weather conditions, the 
NC-»4 


covered the last leg without a hitch. 
Safe and sound but thoroughly fa- 
tigued by the physical ordeal of the 
trip, as well as the mental strain. 
Commander Read and his crew are 
sleeping peacefully to-iight. 


HOUSING 


The rousing welcome of Plymouth 


residents to the American airmen 
and tho cordial reception given to 
them aboard the Rochester by Roar 
Admiral Plunkett, the mayor of Ply- 
mouth. British and American offi- 
cials and the crews of the other NC 
planes, reached a climax with the 
first actual landing of the victorious 
crew at the spot from which the Pil- 
grim fathers set forth for America. 


ONLY SIDE SHOW. 


There was wonderful Interest In 


today's flight, although It was eclip- 
sed by the previous flights of the 
seaplane, for in "the opinion of Amer- 
ican naval officers and the British 
public generally the NC-4 reached 
the peak of her greatest adventure 
when she spanned the Atlantic at 
Lisbon. Tho'last stage of the Jour- 
ney was regarded by airmen chiefly 
as a "side show" to attest the firm 
friendship which the war has- ce- 
mented between this country and the 
United States. 


Early In the morning, when word 


was flashed that the NC-4 had start- 
ed on the final leg of her journey, a 
heavy rain was falling, but shortly 
after noon the skies cleared, and 
Ideal conditions prevailed. 


The NC-4 flew In rain and tog 


through the Bay of Biscay, and fog 
also was encountered off Brest, com- 
pelling the plane to keep at a low 
altitude. 


Although news of the progress of 


the craft was passed along by war- 
ships stationed on the way, It was not 
until noon that word was received 
from Commander Read himself. His 
message merely reported his position. 


Commander Read said that shortly 


before reaching Brest his seaplane 
ran Into a thick fog. 


Bad weather conditions prevailed 


during the flight across tho Bay of 
Biscay. Nevertheless the NC-4 kept 
her course perfectly and the trip from 
Ferrol was made at an average spued 
of baout 70 miles an hour.

Assistant Secretary of War Cro- 


well, until recently actins secretary 
of war, has given me special authori- 
zation to tell for the first time the 
facts about this big fence, placing all 
the Information at the army's com- 
mand at my disposal. 


The huge barrier Isn't a fence In 


the real sense of the word, though Us 
purpose Is the same. 


It's a double row of cavalry patrol 


stations, barracks buildings and mis- 
cellaneous 
structures, 
stretching 


from Brownsville. Tex., on the Gulf 
of Mexico, to Arivaga, Ariz., on the 
edge of the great desert. 


At each of the fifty outpost sta- 


tions one troop of cavalry—about 100 
men—will be on guard all the time, 
patrolling the border between sta- 
tions. 


Some distance back from these pa- 


trol stations will be another series 
of twelve posts which will constitute 
a sort of "second line of defense" 
against the Mexicans. 
These twelve 


posts will be larger, and each of 
them will serve as a base for four 
or five of the patrol stations on the 
boundary. 
The complete system will 


house 10,000 soldiers. 


The whole project will 
cost 
the 


war department approximately J6,- 
750,000, according to 
an estimate 


made by Lt. Col. 0. P. Chamberlain 
of the construction division of the 
army. 


The twelve main 
posts probably 


will be given the name "forts," but 
the war department emphasizes the 
fact that they will not be forts tn 
reality, but merely army posts, such 
as Fort Bliss, Fort Ringgold and the!

business, but are confined wholly to 
furnishing money to the loan asso- 
ciations for home building uses. The 
banks may be depositories of public 
money. 


SUPPLYING MONEY. 


In order to supply money for these 


home loan banks, home loan bonds 
will be issued. In denominations of 
$20.00 to 11,000 to run for a period 
of not exceeding twenty years. 


The bill provides that the federal 


home loan bank and bonds shall be 
exempt from federal, state, munici- 
pal and local taxation. 


Building and loan associations can 


secure loans from the home building 
banks by depositing mortgage loans, 
and when approved, receive not to 
exceed sixty per cent of the amount [ J 
represented in the mortgages. 
As 


the bonds issued will be exceptionally 
attractive, an unlimited 
supply 


money will be assured for home 
building. 


The government, under the bill, will 


operate through the loan associations 
as the proper source of reaching the 
public in their desire to secure homes 
Loans can thus be secured at favora- 
ble Interest rates. 


As a further protection, not only to 


the loan, but more especially to the 
borrower, the war risk insurance de- 
partment has under discussion the 
proposition of the government sup- 
plying policies to the building and 
loan associations, along lines similar 
to insurance policies issued to our sol- 
diers, and at low rates. 


EARLT PASSAGE URGED. 


The early passage of this bill will 


be urged and doubtless become a law. 
The government has appealed most 
earnestly to our citizens, to build 
homes,as a patriotic duty. 


While there never 
was so 
much 


money In the country, yet the build- 
Ing and loan associations are the only 
really active source for loans, to 
home builders.
